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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is responsive to the amendment filed on 9/24/2008. As directed by the 
amendment: Claims 1 and 3-4 have been amended and Claims 9 and 10 have been 
added. Thus claims 1-10 are under consideration. 

Examiner's Amendment 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claim 8 
directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claim 8 has been 
cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7 and 9-10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or render obvious a rim disk assembling device for a vehicle full face 
wheel wherein the device is adapted to bring into a pressed contact state the disk 
radially positioned with a hub hole fitting member and the rim radially positioned with a 
rim position restraining means by sandwiching them between a disk supporting member 
and a rim supporting member and by pulling up the centering rod connected through a 
rod connecting means to the rotary table while pressing down the rim flange portion with 
the rim supporting member. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
